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The Agricultural College Issue 


The acts of the- President and Re- 


gents in regard to the Agriculture Col- 
lege, and their intentions concerning 
ittil'cn.lixiiBatuig as "they have in the 
flischfirge of its professor and cham- 
pion,) were strongly put in the state- 
ment of Professor Swinton to the 
Joint Committee of the Legislature 
last March. Well had it been for the 
institution if the warning had been 
heeded. We are just here reminded 
of the truth of a remark made by Mr. 
Campbell a few mouths ago in a let- 
ter of reply to some personal abuse in 
the JVeics where Professor Swinton's 
name had been lugged in: 


"People will jet discuss his (Swin- 


ton's) valuable opinions, when they 
get through abusing him for having 
»ny opinions, and daring to express 
them." ' 


After showing that the national 


grant hod not been faithfully admin- 
istered, that the people's wishes had 
been' disregarded, etc., Professor 
Sffinton says:

•8 -that theory, design, purpose and 
intent may be gathered from the 
published utterances thereanent? 


On this subject the most salient and 


memorable exposition was made by 
President Oilman in his address be- 
fore the"Legislature. "He'said, that 
after stating the scope of the Univer- 
sity, that, 'if inquiry should show 
that the friends of agricultural ednca- 
tion,'under the most .favorable cir- 
cumstances, were disappointed, or 
that their hopes had been abandoned, 
California should avail herself of this 
experience, and before incurring rad- 
ical change or expense, ascertain the 
lesfions of experience elsewhere.' 
•It will be noticed here that the 
failure of industrial institutions is 
made, not dedaratively, but by hy- 
pothesis. ;Yet,' that President Gil- 
man wished to leave the impression 
that Agricultural and Mechanic Arts 
Colleges ore failures is sufficiently 
evidenced by the fact that he prc- 
'ceeds to array all the supposed 'clis- 
apointrnents' and 'abandonments of 
hope' by the friencls(?) of agricultural 
education,' citing the Agricultural col- 
leges of Massachxiselts, New York, 
Iowa, etc.,, as instances. 
Aud, to 


reiuforce'the impreHsioiij a combina- 
tion of all the dismal jereniiiides over 
the supposed 'failure' of these schools 
lias recently been mado by the same 
hand, printed, and laid on tho mem- 
bers desks. ("Facts in relation to Ag- 
ricultural Colleges,") I cannot re- 
frain from saying that it is difficult 
to conceive any adequate motive for 
this wholesale perversion of the truth. 
The progress, success and benefits of 
the Industrial Universities and Col- 
leges founded by Congress to promote 
agriculture and the mechanic arts, 
considering the means employed, the 
iccentness of their establishment, and 
the obstructions put in their way by 
the caste prejudice of the classicists 
and scientific schoolmen, have been 
far beyond that of any other higher 
institutions of learning in the covm- 
'iry, and form, indeed, tho most in- 
spiring educational fact of tho nine- 
teenth century. I need only refer 
you to the last Eeport of the National 
Departiumt of Agriculture for infor- 
mation touching the progress of the 
colleges enjoying the Congressional. 
grant. This document presents a 
most gratifying exhibit of' the thirty- 
two State Agricultural and Industrial 
Colleger:, which are attended by more 
than tliree thousand students, n large 
portion of whom are pursuing agri- 
cultural and mechanical studies, and 
are under the care and instruction of 
more than three hundred and fifty 
Professors. On this head, I respect- 
fully refer to an admirable resume 
of 
the 
success 
of these 
insti- 


tutions, contained in' the recently 
published report of the Committee 


on Education in the California Legis 
lature. (See pp. 4 and 5}," 


He then proceeds to show thai 


"aside from the demonstrated fact ol 
th« success of these establishments," 
that: there exists no « priori leason 
for supposing that they should be 
failures "if under the conduct of men 
hospitable to the great cause"; shows 
what is doing elsewhere and here, auc 
then gives the following: 


"I venture to believe that your 


committee is now in position to real- 
ize not only how far the University of 
California is behind the other "Na- 
tional Colleges" in respect of this 
groat phase of practical education, 
but also to how considerable a degree 
the institution has, during the incum- 
bency of President Oilman, lapsed 
from the promise of two years ago. 


Two years ngo'tha University had 


an'Agricultural College, so ni.medand 
announced in the official programmes 
of the institution; now there is no 
Agricultural College, not even the 
heomj of one; but in its room a "spe- 
cial course, "not essential to any de- 
gree conferred by the University. 


Th'en the agricultural graduate re- 


ceived for his four years study a dip- 
louifi, equivalent in value to that ol 
the College of Letters, nnd bearing 
the signatures of all the Professors 
whose instruction he had enjoyed; 
now the agricultural graduate receives 
an inferior style of diploma, signed 
bv. two or three professors, while, 
with puzzling inconsistency, it is 
claimed that nineteen twentieths of 
;he University instruction is, enjoyed 
:>y the students of agriculture! 


'Then students were directed to- 


wards the Agricultural College as in- 
tended to give special training in ag- 
liculture, as the law provides; now 
;he whole scheme of industrial edu- 
cation, as fostered by the National 
Government in past and prospective 
action, and as understood and suc- 
cessfully carried out in the several 
States almost without esceptiou, is 
leld up to the people of California, 
and to the youth who should be di- 
rected and encouraged into industrial 
colleges, as an ignominious failure or 
a Utopian dream. 


Tlien one of the buildings was de- 


signed, named and dedicated the Ag- 
ricultural College; now the same 
building is in the University register 
designated the "South College" or 
tha "College of Science." 


Then a noble suite of rooms on the 


nain floor of the Agricultural College 
Building was, by mutual agreement 
among the members of the Faculty, 
and without objection from the Ke- 
gents, assigned to the Professor of 
Igrioulture, for the special uses of 
lis department; now, by an act of 
he President, or the Advisory Com- 
mittee, or both, this department is 
[rounded in the north end of the 
jasement of said building, where 
want of sunshine prevents the eichi- 
)ition of important operations, nnd 
where collections are exposed to mold 
and dampness. 


Tlten the University was in posi- 


ion to avail itself of the further en- 
dowment-of Congress, ns provided in 
ftorriU's supplementary bill, which 
would add at least thirty thousand 
dollars per annum to its income; note 
t is not legitimately within the pro- 
visions of the new endowment (since 
he institution has no longer an Ag- 
ricultural College, but only a "spe- 
cial course"); and if the present ex- 
>cutive head of the University should 
)ear to tho Secretary of the Interior 
lis ample accumulation of the "fail- 
ires" of tho National schools, and 
also his metamorphosis of the State 
Agricultural College -into n "special 
course" in a "subdivision" of the 
'Department, of Science," as evi- 
lence of honest compliance with the 
aw of 1802, il might be matter of 
Peasant speculation whether the See- 
•etary of the Interior would be able 
o say, "Well done, good and faithful 
ervant." 


Then the number of agricultural 


tudents was increasing; nvin it is cli- 
uinUhing. And, indeed, this i.s to 
be expected, for why should students 
eck instruction -\vhcrc there is uei- 
her Innrl in cultivation, nor stock, 
lor any other material for illustra- 
ing practical agriculture; where they 
graduate from a "course" instead of 
ollege, and receive a diploma which 
xcites their anger and contempt,and 
vhich lacks the signature s of revered 
nd beloved teacheru, while the pres- 
tgo of honors and dignities is ro- 
erved for the aspirants for "intel- 
ectual" callings. 


Tho length into which I have been 
.ecessarily drawn by tho exposition 
f the shortcomings in the Agrieul- 
ural College, precludes any consid- 
rable discussion as to the College 
f Mines, the College of Mechanic 
Arts, etc. And indeed, I am saved 
he need of any discussion of the sub- 
ect by the fact that these rolleges do 
ot even exist.'' 
Professor Swinton could nmc add 


f he were here, that Then there was 
Professor of Agriculture, now there 
; none.

OAKLAND AND THE COUNTY SEAT, 


It may be well enough us we go I 


to again note the i-lnimsof Onklimdto 
the seat of the county government. 


The Bulletin, le^s than a month ago, 


when there was a threat to break up 
the contract for the erection of tlio 
Court House and Jail in the main 
part of this city, delivered itself ol an 
eleventh hour jeremiade 011 the remo- 
val of the county seat from SanLenn- 
dro. 
No doubt it was a bitter pill for 


that burg to swallow, and more or less 
diHagreoable for other portions of the 
county, but when the value of prop- 
erty, convenience for the bulk of the 
population, and all is considered, no 
one can doubt that this city is enti- 
tled to the county seat. 


Alameda township is practically a 


part of Oakland—con reach the new 
county seat more readily under the 
railroad system than when it was at 
San Leandro, or as at present, on the 
extreme eastern edge of this city. 


By reference to the assessment roll 


for stale and county taxes, it will be 
seen that Oakland township has a 
valuation of over one half of thecoun-' 
ty property. The total county valua- 
tion is $34,548,244. Oakland town- 
ship has $20,084,358 assessed against 
it—or $4,064,072 more than all the 
balance of tke county. 
The city 


alone 
is 
valued at $16,284,303, 


or nearly one half of the entire 
assessment 
of 
real 
estate, 
im- 


provements and personal property of 
Alameda county. Brooklyn and Ala- 
meda townships, which are suburbs 
of Oakl&ad, are respectively assessed 
at $2,311,655 and §1,944,340—total, 
$4,255,995, which added to Oakland 
township makes $24,740,353, or over 
two-thirds of the valuation practically 
in favor of the new location of the 
county seat, as communication is now 
fixed. 


With a station on the overland rail- 


road at the crossing of First stieet 
and Broadway, all parts of the coun- 
ty will be better served by the new 
location of the county buildings than 
heretofore, while the majority of the 
people will be decidedly better off for 
the change. The present rate of im- 
provement and increase of popula- 
tion, also strengthen the position as- 
sumed.

SUNDAY OUT. 


San Iieauitlro—Tli<* Xeiv Reservoir 


—FrnltVnle, &c,' 


Yesterday was one of those Sun- 


days for climate that make staying at 
home almost a crime against nature. 
It was a delightful day for out-door 
exercises and riding about was espe- 
cially enjoyable. 


About ninis o'clock. Mr. Brier, the 


cashier of the Contra Costa Water 
Company, with horse and buggy, and 
the undersigned by invitation started 
for the new reservoir in the hills back 
of San Leandro. The object was a 
ride rather than a writing up of the 
work going on there—already written 
about by Tom, Dick and Harry. 


The drive to San Leandro presents 


several new features not usually 
written up. That portion of the road 
known as Adams avenue, directly op- 
pcate Fruit Vale, is one of the choice 
bits of thoroughfare of the State—not 
even the celebrated "Alameda" of 
Santa Clara excels it in any particu- 
lar; and taking into consideration 
the fine residence grounds on either 
side, the property of Son Francisco 
men of wealth, the "Alameda" is no- 
where. Here the street sprinkler is 
allowed no rest. For half a mile, 
there is no more aristocratic make-\ip 
in California, _ 


Farther along, the road leads 


through, almost as uninhabited a re- 
gion as that north of Berkeley, where 
litigation rests like an incubus. There 
is a large belt of country on the Son 
Leandro road that has been blighted 
by too much real estate agent manip- 
ulation. It was all laid out in town 
lots during the furore of several 
years ago, and a century iu advance 
of the real wants of the place. The 
obnoxious tar-weed has full sway. It 
needs plowing up and seeding to 
wheat more than anything else, while 
the roadway through it is sadly neg- 
lected; there arena trees planted on 
either side, and the scene is cheerless 
enough. 


Nearing San Leandro, the fields on 


either side suddenly assume a new 
phase; cultivation and improvement 
are comparatively thorough. Who- 
ever owns the laud on either side of 
this San Leandro road, however, be- 
youd Fruit Vale, should be prevailed 
upon to line the road with trees. It 
is a shame that this was not done 
years ago. 


The,town of San Leandro on Sun- 


day, of course, wore a sleepy look, 
but the many fine grounds in and 
about that burg indicate that there is 
something doing the rest of the week. 


A mile or so up Estndillo avenue, 


and' the canyon in which the great 
reservbior "is reached. Salf a mile 
from the debouch of 'the canyon, is 
the scene of the work, which was 
progressing yesterday as usual. But 
n momentary glance at the conforma- 
tion of the hills will satisfy eveiy one 
of the wonderful adaptability of the 
place for such a work. No descrip- 
tion can do it justice. The only oth- 
er point we will speak of at present, 
is the well-planned outlet for the 
water, through a' tunnel whereby the 
made earth of the dam will not be in- 
fluenced in the least by the outfiow. 
of .either the surplus water or the 
2tty supply.
